The story of 
it is one which 
reportedly had 
Premier Nobu- 
suke Kishi of 
Japan awed, 
pleased and amused. He told 
Japanese newsmen of it, but 
they did not think they ‘should 
reveal it for fear Mr. Eisen- 
hower might not understand. 
(He would.) 


When the President and the | 


Japanese premier had their 
round of golf at Burning Tree 
club, said a Japanese newspaper- 
man, they had no real oppor- 
tunity to talk man to man as 
the game was a foursome. But 
as they stripped down for a 
shower, the President, being an 
informal, yet direct man, began 
to discuss some of the problems 
between the two countries. 

The premier, schooled in the 
European methods of diplomacy 
with talks across polished tables, 
was startled for the moment, 
said the reporter, but found 
that he, too, could adapt himself 
to talking international politics 
in the nude. So they proceeded 
to the baths, still talking and, 
while the sibilants and showers 
hissed, continued the discussion. 


Premier Intrigued 


The Nipponese newsman said 
the premier was intrigued with 
the memory of it. He reportedly 
believed it to be the first interna- 
tional discussion, between two 
heads of state, ever conducted in 
a golf club locker and shower 
room. 

In and out of the baths the 
talks have gone well. 

Premier Kishi has made a 
pledge, in appearances before 
Congress, to continue playing a 


constructive role in meeting the | 


challenge of communism in 
Asia. He described his country 
as a “faithful member of the 
free world.”’ 

It is almost vital to the non 
Communist world, of which this 
country is the somewhat be- 
wildered leader, that Japan play 
siich a role. 


But in this complex world of 
today, which hangs in suspense, 
neither at war nor in peace, 
there are many “‘ifs’’, some pain- 
ful. 


If Japan is to play such an 
anti-Communist role she must 
stand on her economic feet. To 
do this she must be able to sell 
her goods. Despite the general 
belief that Japan and her work- 
ers are efficient beyond all oth- 
ers, the facts give a contrary 
picture, 

The gross national product per 
capita in the United States is 
nearly 11 times that of Japan. 
One reason is, of course, that we 
are further along with automa- 
tion. But despite the machine, 


it is the production skill of the | 


American worker which plays 
an equal part in the statistic. 


Textile Dispute 


Currently, the textile dispute, 
which was the major irritant, 
seems to have quietened. Tex- 
tile leaders say privately the 
competition will drive those 
semi-obsolete mills which have 
not kept pace with new machines 
and methods, especially in adapt- 
ing to uses of synthetic fibers, 
out of business or into Puerto 
Rico or Mexico . . . if those coun- 
tries will have them. (The tex- 
tile industry in this country will 
benefit, too, when such mills 
disappear. And so will the com- 
munities affected, once they 
replace the loss with a more 
worthwhile plant.) | 

Japan’s steel industry is handi- 
eapped by the costs of transport- 
ing ore, pig and scrap across 
the Pacific. It is this fact which 
has caused her to join in the 
European decision to trade with 
Red China, Ores are available 
in that country. If China's mar- 
kets also are opened, then some 
of the competitive strain now 
existing with the United States 
would be eased. 


At any rate, here we have the 
difficulty clearly illustrated.

State Makes Investment 


For Balanced Economy 


Possibility of Georgia becoming a 
large steelmaking center has received a 
considerable boost from Gov. Griffin's de- 
cision to allocate $35,000 for necessary 
research. 

The study will be conducted by Geor- 
gia Tech's Industrial Development 
Branch whose findings during the past 
year have given the state a decided ad- 
vantage over its neighbors in wooing in- 
dustry. 

Georgia has learned that merely 
spreading the welcome mat is not enough 
to attract the large manufacturers. They 
require hard facts embracing a complex 
variety of factors that will determine 
their ultimate decision. 

Just as agriculture must be diversi- 
fied, so must industry if the state is to 
have a healthy economy. Textile mills 
cannot shoulder the entire industrial load. 
Georgia badly needs the type of plant, 

uch as steel, which offers a different 
kind of employment and which encourages 
development of manufacturing of durable 
consumer goods. 

The state is on the right track in pro- 
viding the funds for research. It could 
well lead to a bonanza whose impact will 
be felt throughout Georgia.

The Field of Chemurgy 


Can Assist the Farmer . 


A_ congressional commission, headed 
by J. Leroy Welsh, Omaha grain dealer 
and a long-time advocate of chem- 
urgy, has declared industrial markets 
could annually absorb enough of the na- 
tion’s surplus crops to minimize federal 
price supports, restrictions and surplus- 
disposal programs. 

Chemurgy is a branch of chemistry de- 
voted to the industrial use of farm prod- 
ucts. The report calls for immediate leg- 
islation to spur research and to widen 
industrial use of surpluses. 

The report is unique in that it did not 
ask for an appropriation. It suggested in- 
stead that 15 per cent of the annual gross 
receipts from customs revenues be allot- 
ted for the industrialization program. A

Even a casual observer of driver lhe 
cense law operation in Georgia can see 
that revocation is for the most part in- 
effective, even to the point of being 
farcical.

The fault is not theirs. It is next to 
impossible to police the streets and hich- 
wavs so as to catch him who drives after 
his license has been lifted. 

Even if he is caught again in traffic 
violation and convicted or forfeits bond, 
the worst thing that can happen to him 
is six months’ further suspension of li- 
cense and suspension of vehicle regis- 
tration. 

Otherwise, the fine is $100 to $500. 

The State of Wisconsin has just passed 
a law providing fines of $50 to $200 or 
six months in jail for persons arrested for 
driving after their license is revoked.

As far as our 
teen-agers are concerned, we be- 
lieve the moral qualms instilled 
in them of the uses of alcohol in 
all its forms will be a more sta- 
bilizing influence on them than all 
the laws against the sales af alco- 
holic beverages ever passed on the 
local, state or national level. The 
same we believe will be true in 
sc far as adults are concerned. 
But it is more difficult to rid a 
community of the uses of alcohol, 
so the attack has been directed, er- 
ratically, at the sale of alcoholic 
beverages. The results have been 
far from satisfactory, save to a 
few who are willing to say they at- 


tained what they started out to 


get, but forget to see what good 
has or has not been done.

For our part we are willing for 
Laurens County, and the nation 


for that matter, to be as dry of 
alcoho! in all its forms as the Sa- 
hara Desert is of water. But we 
will never be convinced that out- 
lawing the sales of these beveraces 
will provide the answer. It is too 
profitable to deal in outlawry and 
1900 many are willing to reap il- 
lecal benefits. 

Thus we are compelled to take 
our stand with those who would 
legalize the sale of alcoholic bev- 
erages and exercise strict control 
over the sales and the uses. 


Legalization would be the first 
step in taking the profits out of il- 
legal sales. Strict control of sales 
would mean needed revenue for the 
city and county and would give a 
means of regulating how much 
and to whom alcoholic beverages 
were sold. Misuse of the bev- 
erages in public should be pun- 
ished quickly, severely and surely. 
And there the extent of legislation 
ends. 


The problem will remain for our 
organizations, dedicated to moral 
improvement, to eradicate the de- 
sire for the beverages, thus elim- 
inating the uses of the beverages— 
then the sales will cease to be any 
kind of a problem. 


It's a difficult task but there can 
be no other solution.

The southern 
end of the island is where the alli- 
gators hang out, in a sort of Ever 
giades place. The Gulf Stream 
brushes Hilton Head and that’s 
why the island is semitropical. 

The monkeys, wild and flitting, 
seldom are seen in the summer, 
but in the winter when leaves fall 
they may be sighted.

(This is called 
‘‘a snake stick,"’ although, I am glad to say, it has se\lom been 
used on a snake. Rattlers and copperheads are considerate 
neighbors up here. They have not intruded on us and we try not 
to intrude on them.) 

“Want to loaf around the woods a little?’’ inquires Mr. Arm- 
strong. And we are practically always ready. 

The way Mr. Armstrong loafs is to hike vigorously up and 
down hill, across creeks, down old overgrown woods roads. 


‘Have you seen Indian turnip?’ he asks. Or ginseng or 
lady slipper or Solomon seal? Would you like to see an especially 
different kind of fern or a fine, bold spring that falls clear and 
sweet straight out of the heart of a rock? 

He pauses to listen to a bird singing and to point out the 
prevalence of birds and frogs this year—nature’s phenomenal 
recruits sent to cope with the new white moth which is threatening 
our hardwood trees. He knows where there is a particularly 
fine view or a secret little waterfall. He shows you how to 
walk through masses of puison oak lightly, Indian-like, so as not 
to crush the leaves and stems and unlock their poisonous juices. 


He snaps off a bit o: oergamot and gives it to you to smell 
its sharp minty fragrance. He points out witchhazel and spice- 
wood and sweet shrult 

And then in a deep-snaded cove enclosed by banks of green 
he pauses to let you see the greatest show of the season—the deli- 
cate, profligate beauty of the rhododendron, which is at its peak 
right now. 

Born in the hill country and never farthér from it than his 
city home in Dalton, our recreation director professes to be a 
feller who “‘ain't never been nowhere.’’ But we know better than 
that.
